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An interesting Tidbit from Norm Belsten on page 2. To add to his list of holders, also 
try using Card File Page #304. This 3-ring plastic page is distributed by Anglers CN Be 
Flushing, N.Y., 11358, and has 10 pockets made for holding calling cards. It is ideal for 2" 
x 3" flats and should be available at most good stationers. 


Russell Brown is recovering from hip surgery and at last report is doing fine, taking 
therapy and walking with assistance. He is anticipating the replacement of his other hip in 
the near future to fully correct a long suffering problem. 


A couple of mysterious woods shown at the bottom of page 3. They are peculiar in 
that the letters (and numbers) appear to have been stamped into the wood one letter at a 
time as opposed to using a die which has the complete inscription. This is apparent because 
of the irregular spacing.

"How can | store my collection of woods with all the different sizes?" is a question often 
asked. There is no set way, and it is a matter of preference. Here are some of the methods | 
know that are used, and may be of help to others. 

My 1 1/2" rounds are stored in 30-pocket pages, using every second row. The alternate 
rows have corresponding printouts of the information about the wood from the catalogue. For 
oversize woods | use 20-pocket pages, and this handles most woods. The pages are clear 
plastic, approx. 9" x 11", hole punched for 3-ring binder, and are carried by most coin dealers. 
Spruce dollars fit in plastic photo pages designed for six square pictures, while larger flats use 
photo pages for four pictures. These are available at most photography stores. For smaller 
flats, the sports card pages do a fine job and are readily available. Others use the 2 x 2 coin 
holders, or, if you can get them, 2 1/2 x 2 1/2 inch size, on which they write information about 
the wood. The 2 x 2 holders fit in 20-pocket pages, while the 2 1/2 x 2 1/2 need a special page. 
If you have the very large woods, (5 1/4"), try using the pages made to store a 5 1/4" computer 
disk. Using these methods allows you to store your collection in 3-ring binders, along with a 
page listing what is in the binder.

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NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL CENTENNIALS IN 1993 THAT 
O WOO NI S

Each year there are a number of national and provincial centennials and bicentennials 
that can be commemorated on issues of wooden nickels. Some 1993 celebrations include: 

1) Centennial of the Stanley Cup 

2) Bicentennial of the city of Toronto 

3) Centennial of Ontario's Provincial Parks 

4) Centennial of Quebec City's Chateau Frontenac Hotel 

5) Centennial of the city of Sudbury, Ontario 


In 1793, Fort Toronto was chosen by John Graves Simcoe, first lieutenant governor of 
Upper Canada, as Upper Canada's permanent capital. He renamed it York after the Duke of 
York. The name reverted to the onginal Toronto in 1834. York replaced Newark (now 
Niagara-on-the-Lake) as capital. 

Sudbury, Ontario, was for a long time the leading nickel producer in the world, and is 
still one of the world's major producers. 

If our makers of wooden nickels prepared obverse designs for some of these events, 
perhaps our members would use them for personal or club issues of woods. It would be nice 
if personal woods could be made so that a mixture of 2 or 3 events could be included in one 
lot of 100 purchased.
